Symphytoplileps gen. nov. 

cf. Fovemmj: elongate; costa slightly curved at base and before apex, which 
is })lnnt; outer margin oblitpie, faintly curved, as Inng as inner margin, which is 
strongly sinuous, convex in basal half, concave l)e 3 ’ond middle before the anal angle, 
which is rectangular. 

Uindwing: short and broad; costa sinuous, excised at middle, the apex 
truncate to vein T, which, as well as vein d, is shortly toothed; outer margin 
inbent in middle, the anal angle rounded. 

Antennae simple, minutely serrate beneath; palpi porrect, short, with 
ai)])ressed scales, the terminal segment acute; tongue and frenulum present; legs 
short and stout ; abdomen short and thick (possibly damaged). 

N(‘nration : forewing, cell less than half of wing; discocellnlar vertical, straight 
in upper half, concave in lower : vein 2 shortly l^efore end of cell, 3 and 4 on 
a long stalk; r> from angle of discocellnlar, just above the middle; Hand < from 
n))])cr angle of cell; 8, 0 very long stalked, from same point as, or even shortly 
stalked with, 10; 11 from one-half. Uindwing, cell short and very broad ; vein 2 
IVom beyond one-half: 3,4 long stalked ; 5 from middle of discocellnlar ; G, 7 short 
stalked ; 8 arched at base.

!XrPwi)ig: dull grey, freckled with darker; the lines blackish, most distinct 
below middle ; first from about one-fourth of costa to one-third of inner margin, 
strongly exciirved in e.ell, so that th(‘ lower ccnirse is oblique ])arallel to outer 
margin ; outer line from rpiite three-fourths of costa, ontcurved above and reaching 
inner margin at five-sixths ; spaee between the lines on inner margin bhudeish 
brown with traces of other lines; a median cloud from costa towards anal angle; 
a black cell-mark ; a black siibmarginal dash between veins G and 7 ; fringe givw. 

llhuhvhnj : with inner line bisinuate, from one-fourth of costa to about middle 
of inner margin ; outer line double, waved below costa, the interval on inner margin 
darker, as in forewing ; a black dot at top of discocellnlar. 

Undersi(l(» dark-freckled grey, without markings. 

iMice, palju*, thorax, and abdomen blackish ; shoulders and patagia ])nle grey.

Forewhty : velvety black, with a broad (leej> yellow streak from base lo 
termen, its n])per edge nearly straiglit, its lower somewhat curved, narrower in 
its terminal fifth, its end blnnt ; the fringe black. 

Wnnhehnj: black, the inner margin and the outer from anal angle to vein 4 
dee]i yellow, the edge of the l)laek portion (*venly curved from base to vein 4 ; 
fringe Idack from apex lo vein 4, the rest deep yellow; a narrow yellow costal 
stripe from base to Ibnr-fifths. 

Underside like n])per, hut the yellow portions rather wider. 

Palpi, antennae, a spot at top of face, the shoulders, jiatagia, and dorsum 
shining black ; face and verte.x’, and the anal tnft pale ochreons ; base of ])atagia 
externally, and a broad stripe down middle of thorax and dorsum deep yellow; 
venter and pectus ])ale ochreons. 

Expanse of wings : 20 mm.

Forewi)i<j: velvety black, with the veins concisely yellow; from mid<lle <4’ 
costa to vein 1 at two-thirds a golden yellow blotch, swollen in middle, blmit- 
pointed below ; on each side of it and along outer margin the yellow veins nrc 
interrupted by the l)lack gronnd-colonr ; fringe black. 

UindichM) : golden yellow, with a broad black border from apex to anal angle : 
broadest at apex, deej)ly exenrved at middle, and truncate at anal angle. 

Underside ol' forewing brown-black, with the yellow blotch broader ; costal 
edge yellow to middle ; ti])S of fringe white ; hindwing yellow ; the dark margin 
intcrmi>ted by a yellow tooth at costa: a slight dark basal streak along subcostal 
vein. 

Palpi whitish in front, black laterally; face yellow ; shoulders lilaclc, witli 
lat(*rnl orange S]iots and a j)a]e dot at mkblle ; patagia dark with yellow e Iges ; 
thnrax and abdomen black, with yellow dorsal stripe and the hitter with yellow 
lateral stripes ; venter wliitisli.

4. Oricia domiuula spec. nov. 

Forewiny : nniform olive-brown, with the vidiis yellow; a ]iale yelhov wedge- 
like streak from costa lieyoiul middle across the dist’oeelhilar to just Indnw vein 2 : 
an elongate eliih-sliaped yellow blotch from base along sid)mcdiaii interval to beyond 
middle ; fringe dark brown ; inner margin finely yellowish. 

Jlhif/fchty: hhude, with tlie centre ])alo yellow from base to three-fourths of 
wing, where it is ronnd(Ml ; its upper edg(* is ilitlhse, mid it.s lower indented nt 
vein 2 ; along suhmedian fold is a streak of hlacd; scab's ; inner margin and fringe 
yellow. 

Ibidersiile brown-lihick ; forewing with both yc'ilow hloteln's enlarged ; hind- 
wing with the yelh)\v centre twice as wide: a yellow eo.slal sin'ak from iuise to 
boyoml middle, which is also jiresent on ujipersidc. 
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Pal])i ]a(evally black, yellowish in front; face yellow; vertex brownish; 
ghonhlers brown, with tliree )t1Iow spots ; jvatagia streaked brown and yellow ; 
thorax and abdomen blackish, with yellow dorsal strijie, the latter also with yellow 
lateral stri])es.

5. Oricia fulva s])ec. nov. 

Fore)r})i(i: fnlvons brown, much browner than prh'rrna Pram. ; the basal half 
dull fnlvons; the veins in both areas ])aler; from costa at two-thirds a narrow 
obli(jne cream-coloured wedge-Rha]ied mark ending on vein 5. 

Jlindtr'nxj: dull orange, with a ])nrplisli brown border shaped as in prteenta ; 
the costa with some brownish scaling. 

LLulerside of forewing with an orange-yellow blotch along inner margin as in 
pn'rerna, the costa remaining brown ; the ]mle costal streak enlarged, running to 
vein 3, and emitting a spur inwards to discocellnlar; hind wing as in prirema^ hnt 
in both wings the dark tints are brown, not Mack. 

Head and thorax dark brown ; alulomen paler, greyer brown ; the venter 
eream-whi to. 

Ex])anse of wings : 4S mm.

Forewiny : dark ])nr])le-hrown, the veins showing scarcely ])aler ; a fusifi>rm 
yellow transverse blotch at throe-tifths, extending from subcostal vein to snhmedian 
fold ; fringe concoloron.s. 

Uindiviruj : with a central curved broad yellow fascia with waved edges from 
vein to inner margin, where it is narrowed and dusted with blackish seah^s. 

Piulerside with the Motehes larger and dee])cr yelhov ; forowing with a 
whitish streak along median vein and inner margin ; hind wing with one along- 
costa and median vein. 

Palpi Idaek with l»asal segment white; face white ; ecdlar yellow ; tla>rax and 
abdomen like wings, the latter with yellow dorsal s])ots. 

Expanse of wings : 35 mm.

Fon'H'iiiij : olivc-hrown, with the veins yidlowish ; on the middle of the inner 
margin an ohliijiie cream-white blotch, the inner edge ])aralhd to e(j.sta, the outer 
to outer margin, the apex ronndtMl ainl touching cell-fold, tin* outer edge bent on 
V(dn 2 ; beyond upper end of cell a similarly c<doiired blotch. 

IHtnhcimj: cream-C(donr, with a broa«l black marginal border from before 
a])cx to anal angle, its inner edge waved and with a sinus l>eyond cell ; liase 
i)i‘owm.sh. 

Uiiderside like upper, without the yellow veins. 
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Head and tliorax l)rown varied wifli pale spots and streaks ; tlie patai^ia with 
])ale ed^^es ; a1)doiuen (rnbhed) apparently dingy wliitish with darker dorsal and 
lateral stri]»es.

Foreirhfff : dark ulive-hrown, with the veins all yellow; from middle of rosta 
a yellow wedge-shaped streak runs to snhmedian fold at three-fmirths, the gronnd- 
eolonr on ea(di side of it darlcer and iiiterrnpting the ytdlow veins; fringe ])ale 
hrown. 

llinihniuj : deep yellow, the inner margin below cell and vein 2, a sqnan' 
blotch at apex above vein 4, and the margin between 2 and 4 narrowly brown- 
black; fringe dark brown ; the extreme inner margin and its fringe yellowish. 

Underside dark brown; forewing with an oblitjnely edged basal patch 
yellowish ; a broad deep yellow band of nniform width from middle of costa 
nearly to anal angle; hindwing like npperside, bnt the dark areas brown; inner 
margin more broadly yellowish. 

Face and vertex yellow; palpi yellow with the tips black ; thorax and 
]iatagia streaked alternately olive-brown and dull yellow; dorsum brownish 
einereons, e<]ged by a broad orange lateral stripe; venter cream-colonr; legs 
gnw and whitish.

Forenu)i<j : semitranspnrenf, sparsely scaled, black, with (be veins <leiicately 
white; a white semibyaline narrow streak from base lo beyond mieldh' between 
median vein and snlaiieelian fold; a white blotch beyond cell between vein 
an<] the stem (»f 2, 4, its n])])er edge obliqin*; a small white' tridentatc mark 
before^ apex, ennseel by the swelling of veins 7, S, ‘i, wliii’b rise nearly all together ; 
fringe black. 
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Ilindiriiy/: with all tlie mnrgins hlaclc, of uniform width, onclosiu" a broad 
wdiite jtyriforin s]^ace, with diffuse black scales at base. 

Underside duller black with similar wdiite markings, the hindwing also wdth 
the costa narrowd}’ and the inner margin broadly dusted with blnisli white scales. 

Head, tliorax, and abdomen l>lack ; an orange si)Ot at base of patagia laterally ; 
segments of abdomen with whitish rings. 

Ex]iause of wdngs : mm.

very much like P. hhteUnta Dogn. from Argentina; but the white area of hind- 
wings is broader and the veins of forewing are white.

11. Scotura fulviceps ah. quadripuncta nov. 

Differs from the type form vX fnlricep^ Peld., figured as a in having 

a fourth white spot beyond the end of eell aliove tlie large outer s]>ot, which in 
the type form is rounded and reaches vein 5, but in the aberration is flattened 
and bonnded by vein 4 ; at base of cell is also a distinct white s])Ot.

12. Scotura fusciceps spec. nov. and ab. obstructa nov. 

Forewiiicj : black, with the veins hardly jialcr ; a dull whitish blotch l)eyond 
lower angle of cell embracing the forking of veins 3 and 4, the veins across it 
also white; fringe black. 

lUmhvbuf : black, wdth a whitish elongated blotch from base to three-fourths 
of w’ing, the median vein, vein 2, and the stalk of 3, 4, showing black along it. 

Underside duller black, with the pale areas in both wings more extensive 
and hinish white in tint. 

Head and thorax blackish ; abdomen blackish with a strong bluish tinge. 

Expanse of wings: 3i) imn. 

I 6 from Fonte Boa, Upjter Amazons, duly I'.HlO (Klages). 

Distinguished at once by its dark head. 

In the ab. ohniracta the jiah* blottdi of forewing is absent on the njiperside, 
but e»jnally distinct below'; in the Iiiiidwing the central whit(‘ ar(‘ii is wdder, 
occupying the wdiole w'idth of the cell, wdiereas in the tyjte it is limited above by 
th(* cell-fold.

Ilindicimj: slaty black, with an elongated central white wedge-sha])e(l streak 
from base, its point near outer margin between veins and 4. 

Underside black, with tlie veins towards enter margin of both wings distinctly 
white; the white central area of hindwing ampler. 

Head and ]\alpi fnlvons ; thorax and abdomen blackish. 

EN]>aiise of wings : 3o mm.

Forrn'iiHj: dull blackisli, with all tlie veins pale grey, as in nt^vvosa and 
renafa.

forking of veins b and 7 to the forking of veins 3 and 4, its lower edge parallel 
to upper along vein *2, both ends rounded. 

Underside of forewing with a small white blotch beyond end.of cell; hind- 
wing with tlie white blotcli ani]iler, pyriform, running narrowly to base ; the 
inner margin ])a]e grey. 

Head and ]ial]>i <lcep orange; tliorax and abdomen brownish fnscons.

F()n‘ 2 ci)}(j : olive-ldack, tlie veins distinctly yellow; liasal area milky white, 
bonnded by a vertical lilotcli from costa to median at one-third, and anotlier from 
median to inner margin at two-fifths ; liase of costa and cell smoky grey, and a 
streak on each side of the snhmedian fold ; on tlie discocidlnlar a yellowish white 
vertical streak broadening downwards, and above it on eadi side of vidn 11 some 
dilfiise white scales ; the starting-])oint of veins 7, S, 9 swollen into a yellow S])ot; 
a snbinarginal scries of faint wliitish Innnles ])etweon the v(‘iiis. 

I!i}}(hci}h/ : ])nre wliite, with a Idack blotch on outer margin from costa to 
vein 2; lieyond which the fringe is black, but wliite IkIow.

Auouiphax gen. nov. 

Near \V:irr., from wliiidi it is separated by th(‘ alisence of 

freimlnm and the nidimenlary tongue; the. costa of fm-ewing is more curved, 
so that the wing a]»pcars ampler; the antennae of the ? are hipectinale, though 
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more shortly tluin in the S ; in ParoaiithHCodes tliey are serrate only. Nenration 
identical ; in the hinclwiug the costal and snl)eostal are very closely a]>pro.\imated 
for Inilf of cell, without any anastomosis. 

Type : Anomphax ifn^ma Ihitler 

In Gnenee's genus Oinphar even the S has simple antennae.

The two examples from Gliili descril)ed l)y i\rr. Ihitler as are liotli ? ?, tlie 
])ectinated antennae having misled hini ; as a rule t’hilian insects are not met with 
east of the Andes ; hut I liave lately seen a ? from Salt a, Argentina, wliicli cannot 
he separated, as far as I can see, iVom Butler's Chilian <jnoma. Tins s])eciiuen was 
taken in February lOn.*) by J. Steinbach. 

IS. Dichorda uniformis spec. nov. 

Like D. remofaria Wlk. from N. America, but with shorter and broader wings, 
the outer margin less obli((ne, the two lines ending on inner margin ot forcwing 
at one-third and two-tiiirds; in the hindwing the line, instead of ending close 
above the anal angle, runs to inner margin a little beyond the middle and is nearly 
central; the green tint is without any admixture of yellow.

Foye?nnf}: elongate; costa slightly arched at l)ase, strongly convex before 
apex, wliieli is dei)rossed and acute; outer margin crcnnlatc, concave between 
a])ex and vein 4, thence obli(pie, veins 4 and 3 forming a blunt projection. 

Uhahniaj: with inner margin long, the anal angle nearly sipiare ; outer 
margin produced to a short Idunt tail at vein 4, and with a smaller tooth at 
veins 3 and tJ.

d’vpe : ijfftHoea .^ahhlfa.sciata spec. nov. 

Distinguis]i(‘d from Xcocrasis Warr. from S. America and from tlie palaearetic 
genera (/rlffS/mt Warr. and F/fisot/ailma Swinb. by the simjdi' antennae, and 
from Fa.rrmf Warr., with which it agrees in the antennae, by tli(‘ absence of 
dorsal crests. 

lb. Eualloea subbifasciata spec. nov. and ab. suffusa nov. 

Forefritaj : dull greenisli grey; tlie nuMlian area siiOnsed with darker, and 
the \Yh(d(‘ siirlace striatinl witli darker gnum ; lines thi(‘k, darker grey-gri'cn ; first, 
slightlv enrve(l, at onc-fonrtli, edg(*(l towards base with paler; outer Ininilate- 
dentale^ from two-tliirds of costa to twi)-!birds of inner margin, forming a hitid 
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projection on veins 4 and ami with a deep sinns between 3 and 1 ; a dark 
green, thieker, siiliinarginal sliade parallel to outer lino; cell-spot diffusely dark 
green : fringe (worn) dull green. 

Ilimhrimj: like forewing, but tlie outer margin dee])er shaded. 

Underside whitisli, freckled in forewing witli dull olive ; both wings with the 
outer and submarginal lines forming tliick olive-green l)ands, lu*oader below costa 
of fore wing. 

Head, thoray, and abdomen ]mle green ; n])per part of face dull reddish.

Foreu'imj: dull olive-green ; the costa yellow, speckled with pnrple ; the lines 
whitish, Innnlate-dentate ; the inner obscure at one-fourth; the outer from two- 
thirds of costa to rpiite three-fourths of inner margin, incurved below vein 3 and 
slightly insinuate ])eyond cell ; a faint dark green cell-mark ; fringe pale yellowish 
green, with dark chequering beyond veins. 

Hindiriuff: with the outer half white, the ]mstinedian line and a diffuse sub- 
marginal sluade, botii Inunlate-dentato, olive-green ; a series of olive-green Innules 
along margin ; fringe whitish with dark olive-green mottlings. 

Underside wliitish green : an interriijded dark marginal line on fore wing and 
as far as vein 5 on hind wing, where it is ]>receded l»y a fnseoiis ])lotc,h fringes pale 
green mottlcil with fnseons ; costa of forewing yellow wdtli ])nrple sjieekling. 

Face and jjalpi above brown ; vertex, thorax, and abdomen <Inl] green ; fillet 
and antennal sliaft white.

margin at one-third ; outer line concisely Innnhite-dentate from three-fourths 
of costa to three-fourths of inner margin, ]n*ojecting outwards betweeii veins 3 
and 4, preceded by a large irregular black blotch on the discocellular, and followed 
by blackish blotches between the veins, that above (i being long and ])romineut;

the yellowish margin of both wings shows a tendency to run inwards along the 
veins; in most cases this is very slight and iucoiisjucnous ; hut in one example 
the yellow intrudes to such an extent that the green ground-colour forms a 
continuous festoon of hmulate ])rojcctioiis between the veins ; besides which, in 
thus funn, ah. dccomta^ the groiuid-coJoiir itself is darkened by rufous olive

Head, thorax, ami abdomen pale yellowish green : the dorsum slightly marked 
with reddish.

AVings all very smoothly scaled, without darker s])eckling. It is rererred to 
Li'i^ochlora })rovisionally, in the absence of th(‘ male. 

31. Melochlora affinis ah. abscoudita nov. 

Hillers from the type of ajUnin Warr., from French (Hiiana, in having no 
dark markings on the ipiperside, those of the underside remaining the same. The 
ju-eseiit is probably the ordinary form of the species, and the single specimen 
from tlie Maroni River exce])tioiial.

33. Melochlora tenuis spec. nov. 

Foreiritiff : bright pale green, semitrausparciit ; the costal edge with a few 
black specks; l)asal area edged by some black striae below middle of wing; 
marginal area with a broad dull black band with dce|)er l)lack edges, marginal from 
anal angle to vein 4, then becoming siibmarginal, nut reaching above vein 0, excc])t 
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the edges, which are coutiaaed as striae towards 7 ; fringe green, black below 
vein 4. 

Ilindtving: similar, but the band is represented only by its inner edge, and 
a black blotch with some scattered striae at apex, along which the fringe is 
also black. 

Underside the same ; but the subbasal striae coaleseent into a blotch. 

Head, thorax, and abdomen pale green, the last with a black belt at base; 
antennal shaft white, the pectinations black. 

Expanse of wings : 37 mm.

Closely related to M. tagilinea Warr. from Erench Gniana, from which it is 
separated by the absence of any red markings. 

34. Miantonota consimilis spec. nov. 

This species is very close to J/. dentiliaea Warr. (Rackrospila)^ but differs as 
follows : 

The marginal line of both wings is much finer, less distinctly red ; the 
fringes are not chequered beyond the veins, but have their basal half shining white 
and their apical half grey ; the forewing is proportionately broader, with the ajiex 
more prominent, and the hind wing is elbowed at middle, not rounded ; tlu3 abdomen 
is ochreous, possibly greener when fresh ; and instead of the white spots on 
segments 2 and 4 (not 1 and 3 as in the original description) bears a quadrtate 
brown sj^ot only on segment 2. Moreover, the teeth of the outer line of the wings 
are externally less prominently white, and internally are marked with brown instead 
of green.

143) 
s])eaks of one sj)ecimen whieh bore traces of a Innnlate darker festoou eoimecting 
the series of dark points which form the outer line; these connecting lunules are 
distinct in all three specimens of the ab. disjfincta; but while in eri/ui the ])oiuts on 
veins 6 , 7, and 8 are conjoined and individually lost in a black zigzag blotch ending 
in the apex, in the aberration there is no blotch, but the three points on these veins 
are distinct and black in a straight line, the njipermost on vein 8 lying well before 
the apex, and these three black points arc not tipped externally with white, as is 
the case with all those on the lower veins. In the dorsal markings of the abdomen, 
moreover, the ab. disjuncta differs from tyiucal erina^ and agrees more nearly with 
the ab. hipunctata Dogn. {Ana. S.E. Jhdg. 10 U 8 , j). 17), the S having a small 
blackish spot on segment 2 and a larger quadrate one on segment 5, while the ?, 
besides the blotch on 5, has the whole of the first and second segments black-brown. 
The j)oints forming the inner line and the discal spots are all distinct ; but the 
costal edge of forewing is not white. 

1 (J, 1 ? from Tuenman, 1100 m., January—February 1005 (Steinbach), type ; 
1 (J from Sapuca}^, Ikxraguay, November 1003 (Foster). Tliis last specimen shows 
a black spot at ajjcx of forewing, beyond the other three black i)oints. 

Both erina Dogn. and discipuncta Warr. should be placed in Miantonota.

Lissochlora Intacta Warr., Xoi\ ZooL xii. p. 318 (lOOo), Dominica, Cuba. 

It is fairly certain that the three speeies above mentioned, all deseribed from 
islands of the W, Indies, are identieal. The green fades so soon, tliat it i.s very 
rarely the ease that a trace of the outer line of ]>alc dots is visible. The pectinations 
of the antennae of the 6 are much longer and coarser than in typical IJasochlora^ 
to which I referred intacta. 


Nesipola gen. nov. 

Like liachcospila and Racheolopha^ but distinguished by the dorsum having 
neither raised crests nor white spots ; the first two segments are green, the rest 
dull white ; in Mianto)Wta the whole dorsum is green, and the wings arc not marked 
by variable spots and blotches. 

Type ; yesijiola impunctata spec. nov. 

Racheospila anomalaria Moeschl. from Porto Rico, R. centrifiKjaria ? Il.-Sch. 
{=protractaria i H.-Scli.) from Cuba, and R, heterospila Hrajisn. from the 
Baliamas {—albimtcida Warr. from Sta. Lucia), all of them probably dilferent island 
forms of one and tlie same si)ccies, will belong here ; also R. ^tellataria Moeschl. 
concent rat a Warr.) from Jamaica. 

37. Nesipola impunctata spec. nov. 

Distinguished from all of the species above meutioiied by the deeper, ])rightcr 
green of both wings ; the fringes are entirely green, without the reddish flecks 
between the veins which are seen in the other forms ; and the hind wing is distinctly 
elbowed at vein 4. In the varying development of the blotches beyond outer line 
it agrees with centriftKjaria H.-S. Of the si.v examples, all ? ?, that I have seen 
one has the large oval whitish blotch in fore wing reaching from vein C to 1 
and edged with reddish, and a smaller whitish blotch in hindwing above vein I ; 
a second has the same blotches dull reddish ; two others have a small snow-white 
red-edged round spot on the forewing between veins 2 and 3, and none on hindwing ; 
the remaining two have the spot wholly dark red-brown ; so that in this form at all 
events the variation in size and colour of the blotches is not sexual, as was supposed 
by IIerrich-Schaeffer might be the case in centrifugaria. 

Expanse of wings ; 2 o mm. 

6 ? ? from Dominica, January, February, 1005 (E. A. Agar). 

In his description esi centrifagaria from 3 ? ? {Gorr.-BL Regensb, 1870, p. Ib 2 ) 
Ilerrich-Schaefier speaks of the first as having the blotch of forewing smaller, and 
not reaching below" vein 2 (})erlia])s a spot only betw^een veins 2 and 3) ; the second 
as liaving the blotch large and extending from vein G to 1, and filled up with 
reddish grey ; wdiile the third had the blotch equally large, but white, edged only 
with red ; neither he nor Gmullach p. 385) mentions any spot at all on the 

hiiuhving, while in their descrijition of protractaria, the supposed cJ, both authors 
state the .spot of forcwdiig to be entirely wanting. 1 have seen five exanijdes 
from Cuba, 3 ?? and 2 c? d ; 1 $ from Raracoa agrees with (lie second of 
Uerrich-Schaeffer's $ ?, the blotch being large and reddish, but w’itli a smaller 
red blotch on hiudwdng; a second ?, from Santiago, is like it, but smaller and 
brighter ; the third, from lloltpiin, has a double wdiitc blotch from vein 3 nearly 
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reaching snbiucdian fold, ringed with purple aud with vein 2 purple across it, and 
uo spot in hiudwing. Of the 2 cJc?, both from Santiago, one is like typical 
protractarkiy the other shows a white red-ringed spot bctweeu veins 2 and 3 on 
forewing only. This cJ, like the second $ from Santiago mentioned above, is 
smaller and brighter green, and possibly both belong rather to the Dominican form 
now described as impiuictata, 

Moeschler, describing his anomalarkt^ a $ from Porto Rico, gives the blotch as 
extending from vein 4 to anal angle of forewing, white, edged with red, and 
])artially dusted with reddish, with the veins across it red also, and a smaller 
blotch on hindwing only half the size. 

In the types of keterospila Hmpsn. from the Bahamas, and olhim icahi Warr. 
from Sta. Lucia (wrongly described as a Rkodochlora)^ both ? ?, the blotch of 
forewing is double, like that in the ? of centrifwjarki from Holquin, Cuba; bnt 
the upper half, above vein 3, is smaller and red-brown, the lower half larger and 
white edged with red-brown, this lower half only reappearing on hindwing. 

In all the forms the cell-sj)ots and the spots representing the two lines are 
red-brown; those of the outer line running to the small blotch where present, 
except in the Cuban specimens, where the line is farther from the outer margin 
and passes on the inside of the blotch; when the blotch is enlarged, the row 
of dots is of coarse in all cases interrupted in the middle. 

38. Oospila longiplaga spec. nov. 

Forcwlmj: green, with the markings much as in depressa Warr., but that 
from anal angle extending along inner margin for three-quarters inst(‘ad of only 
half-way, aud swollen towards base, both thickly striated with reddish and fuscous, 
and connected by a narrow ])nrplish band at outer margin. 

llindwhiij ; with the blotches similarly striated ; that at anal angle elongated, 
reaching more than half-way along inner margin and extending somewhat beyond 
vein 2. 

Face and palpi red-brown ; thorax and two basal segments of dorsum pale 
green ; abdomen bone-colour, with the tufts reddish.

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Ilindu'iiuj ' with the apical blotch sub([iiadratc, that at anal angle small, 
hardly reaching to oue-third of inner margin ; a long oval pale blotch on basal 
third of inner margin. 

Vertex white; thorax and abdomen bone-colour, only the patagia green; 
face and ])alpi reddish brown. 

Expanse of wings : 32 mm. 

2 (?c? from Caparo, Trinidad, December 190.3 (Klages). 

41. Oospila semiviridis spec. nov. 

Foreiving: like lomjiplaga^ but the two blotches bone-colour, almost without 
striae, and unconnected along outer margin. 

Ilindwmg: with the anal blotch reaching only one-third along inner margin, 
and bilobed towards base; a shallow blotch of bone-colour on inner margin before 
middle. 

Thorax and two basal segments of dorsum deep green ; face and palpi reddish 
brown ; vertex rufous ochreons ; abdomen })ale with the tufts metallic reddish.

Foreidng : bright pale green ; the markings brown—viz. a basal patch with 
some green in centre, its edge vertical but slightly curved, and a broad sinuous 
band oecu]>ying the outer half of wing, its inner edge with a deep outward sinus 
between veins 2 and 5, its outer angularly indented above vein 5, where there is 
a large triangular green patch on outer margin ; the band runs to margin at apex 
and at vein 3; an inteiTui>ted brown marginal line; fringe greenish, slightly mottled 
with brown. 

IFimhnng : similar, but the brown baud is traversed by a narrow, very siuiions, 
green postmedian line, and reaches the margin throughout except for a green 
triangle between 4 and 0; marginal line brown ; fringe green, marked with brown 
at the angle at vein 0.

Vertex, thorax, and dorsum brown ; face brown and green ; fillet white.

43. Racheolopha heteromorpha spec. nov. 

Closely resembling /i. pilin'maculata Warr. from Pern, from which it differs 
in the shajic of the hindwing. The outer margin is rounded in the Peruvian 
species, hut ])rodueed in the present one to a small tooth at vein 4, the margin 
below it to anal angle straight with faint creuulations, above it sinnons, the apical 
angle being well rounded and the margin slightly concave between veins 0 and 4. 
There is also a sliglit dilTercnee in markings : the j)ale blotches on margin have 
the veins jjiukish and brown-dotted, as in plan'macidata ; but are also crossed 
transversely by pinkish red-brown dotted clouds, that in the apical blotch of 
hindwing being cons])icuons ; the nj)])cr blotches do imt cxtciul below vein 4 in 
cither wing ; the blotch on inner margin of hindwing is longer and shallower ; 
the tooth is filled up with red-brown.

44. Raclieolopha lactecincta spec. nov. 

Fovewing : green, with all three margins broadly white, enclosing a green 
triangle, itself irregularly blotched and streaked with white ; a white blotch on 
diseocellular enclosing a fine blaek celbspot; the median vein streaked with white ; 
costa ill onter half speckled with green, more broadly towards apex ; outer margin 
narrowly green, slightly interrui)te(l at vein 3 ; the inner margin with a few green 
sjieeks ; marginal line green, interrupted at the veins ; fringe green and white. 

Ilindmng ; with the margins broadly white ; the central area diffusely marked 
with partially confluent transverse green striae; onter margin as in forewing; 
veins speckled with green ; a long white cell-mark. 

Underside white, iridescent, with the green showing through. 

Head, thorax, and abdomen snow-white ; upper part of face greenish ; antennae 
with the shaft white and pectinations ferruginous ; dorsum slightly green-speckled, 
with three large metallic blackish crests on segments 3 to 5 and a reddish 
one on G. 

Expanse of wings : c? 35 mm. ; ? 40 mm.

45. Racheolopha lacteguttata spec. nov. 

Forcwing : deep green, slightly diaphanous ; costal edge bone-colour, speckled 
with reddish ; a diffuse red-brown cell-spot ; traces of a lunulate-dentate outer 
line at two-thirds parallel to outer margin, the space beyond it slightly jialer and 
bluer green ; the median area faintly darker; marginal line purple, interrupted at 
each vein by a large white s})ot running out into the rufous white fringe. 

lUmhoing: with a white raised spot at upper end of diseocellular; outer line 
and margin as in fore wing. 

Underside iridescent green, flushed with reddish in fore wing ; costa of fore wing 
rnfons speckled with fuscous, broadly fuscous at base. 

Head, palpi, antennae, and forelegs dark reddish ; vertex white; thorax, 
patagia, and two basal segments of dorsum green ; rest of dorsum and abdomen 
laterally red ; the dorsal tufts dark metallic red. 

Expanse of wings : 34 mm.

Resembles iik restrieta Warr., but larger, and without the white blotch at 
anal angle. 

4G. Racheolopha luuiciucta spec. nov. 

Forewhig : very light green ; costal edge bone-colour, speckled with pink ; 
bone-coloured blotches, sparsely sprinkled with red, at apex and anal angle ; the 
a])ical blotch consists of a large double blotch between veins 4 and G, a smaller 
one between G and 7, and a still smaller one above 7, each concisely bordered 
inwardly by red Innules ; the anal blotch, subquadrate in shape, reaches above 
vein 2 and along the outer third of inner margin, concisely edged with red, and 
with a slight blunt projection from its inner angle towards lower end oi cell ; 
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marginal line fine, deep red, without white dashes at the vein-ends; fringe 
bone-colonr. 

Hindwing : with apical blotch elongated, formed of four contignons blotches 
decreasing in size to vein 4, each concisely edged by a red lunnle; anal blotch 
small, snbqnadrate, red-edged ; a white cell-spot at upper end of discocellnlar. 

Underside pale green, with the blotches showing through. 

Face brown-red in ni)per half, pale below ; vertex pinkish white ; thorax and 
])atagia green ; abdomen bone-eolonred, the dorsum reddish, with metallic red 
crests. 

Expanse of wings : 30 mm. 

1 c? from Sajmeay, Paraguay, November 19o3 (Foster). 

Resembles R. delacru:::i Dogn.; distinguished by its larger size, pale green 
colour, and concisely edged blotches, and especially by the absence of white dashes 
along the margin at the end of the veins. 

47. Racheplopha microspila spec. nov. 

Identical with AVarr., except in one particular: in that species 

the hindwing possesses a large, roughly diamond-shaped, brown-black blotch, 
reaching from costa before apex to vein 4 ; in 7nicrospila this blotch is round and 
situate between veins 4 and 7 ; the yellow edging of the brown blotches is also 
much less conspicuous. 

Expanse of wings : 31 mm. 

1 trom La Union, R. Huaeamayo, Carabaya, Pern, 2000 ft., December 1904, 
wet season (Ockenden). 

The two examples of flavicincta that I have seen, the type from Venezuela 
and another from Ecuador, are both ? ? ; and it is therefore possible that the 
ditforence mentioned, though unusual, is merely sexual. 

48. Racheolopha trilunaria Guen. ab. obsolesceus nov. 

Differs from the type in having the pale marginal blotches of the wings 
much reduced in size, that between veins 3 and 0 of forewiiigs usually partially 
or quite obsolete, that at anal angle of hindwing always small and insignificant ; 
on the other hand, in a few instances the small dark crescent at apex of hindwing 
is prolonged to vein 4. In one of three other ? ? from the same locality, which 
from the size of the blotches are referable to the type-form, a similar extension 
of the apical mark of hind wing is visible.

49. Racheospila fontalis spec. nov. 

Foiwwimj : deep green ; costal edge finely white ; the two lines finely white, 
marked chiefly by white dots on the veins and folds ; the first before one-third, 
slightly oblique ontwards ; the second at two-thirds, inenrved below middle, and 
approximating to inner line on inner margin; a small dark eell-s]}Ot; fringe 
silvery white, chequered with Ijriglit iiiuk beyond veins ; the marginal line finely 
red, interrupted at the vein-ends by small white dots. 

Hind wing: similar, the inner line scarcely marked. 

Underside pale greenish, the lines showing through. 
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Palpi o:reeuisli white, terminal segment fuscous ; face pale brownisli, whiter 
below, with two green lateral spots, and dark green at top; fillet and base of 
antennae snow-white ; aj)ical half of antennae and a line behind fillet briglit red ; 
vertex, thorax, and dorsnm green; a white spot on segments 2, 4, and o : abdomen 
at sides and beneath, and the legs white. 

Expanse of wings : 25 mm.

Antennal pectinations short and stiff. 

50. Ehodochlora albipuncta spec. nov. 

Foreif'i})g: apple-green; the costa red at base, white beyond; first line 
hardly visible, marked by a red dot on median vein and submedian fold; cell- 
spot small, red-brown; outer line concisely Innulate-dentate, vinous red, the 
teeth darker, the Innnle on submedian interval containing a yellow red-edged 
blotch; fringe greenish white, green at base, with a reddish spot at apex of wing. 

llinrhcing: with tlie base yellow, bounded by a deeji purple and vinous 
band ; rest of wing green, crossed in middle by a luuulate-dentate green line, 
with the teeth red ; fringe as in forewing. 

Underside shining pale green ; both wings with indistinct darker central 
shade; the pale and dark areas showing through ; costa broadly white, the 
base red. 

Face and ])alpi deep orange-red and yellow ; fillet snow-white ; shoulders, 
jiatagia, and thorax deep green ; abdomen green, i>aler towards aims ; tibiae black 
and white. 

Exj)anse of wings : 5G mm. 

1 S from Cnshi, Province Iluannco, Pern, 1900 m. (Hoffmanns). 

Outer margin of fore wing iierfectly straight, of hindwing distinctly bent at 
middle. 

51. Ehodochlora brunneipalpis, al). minor nov. and ab. rufaria nov. 

The type of II. brunneipalpis A\^arr. was described from a ? from Rio 
Demerara, British Gniana {Sor, ZooL i. ]>. 385), and I have only seen a single 
specimen since that tlioronghly agrees with it—a S in ^Ir. Schans’ collection 
from S. Jean, l\Iaroni River, French Guiana. All the Peruvian examides from 
various localities agree in being smaller than the type in both sexes, and in 
the hindwiug the yellowish basal area is in them followed by a curved band 
of darker grey-green. Out of a series of 11 c?c? and 1 ? from La Union, 
R. Hnacaraayo, Carabaya, Pern, taken in November 1904, wet season, at 20o0 ft., 
by the late G. Ockenden, the S 6 expand from 40 to 44 mm., and the ? 44 mm.; 
and 2 SS from Ocoueque vary to the same extent. These Peruvian specimens 
may be distinguished as ab. ?ni?ior. A single S from La Union, for which I 
propose the name ab, rufaria^ demands a more detailed description. To a certain 
extent it resembles R. exquisita Warr., but it is not marked so brightly red. 
The outer line of forewing is redder and thicker than in the type, and is 
followed by red sjiots between the veins, the lowest of which forms a red 
blotch at anal angle. In the hindwing the grey-green curved band beyond the 
yellow base is followed by a broad space of dull rnfons, which extends to beyond 
the postmedian line and leaves only a comparatively narrow marginal border of 
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green. On the underside the red-brown blotch at apex of hindwing, which is 
quite small and indistinct in ab. ininor^ is well cleveloiicd and conspicuous, and 
the red on forewing shows in several j)laces. In many res])ects this answers to 
the description of (jaujoniana Dogn., bnt the face and jnilpi are briglit red, not 
deej) black as in that sj»ecies. l>oth aberrations, iniuor and rufaria^ ns well as 
the type form hrnnncipal^ns^ are distinguished by the rounded hind wings. 


Rhodochlora trifasciata spec. nov. 

Forewing: bright green; the costal edge red at base, white beyond ; inner 
line bright red, zigzag, from cell to inner margin, lying in a pale yellow blotch 
between vein 1 and base of 2; outer line luuulate-deutate, dark vinous purple, 
ruDDiug nearly parallel to outer margin as far as vein 0, the Innnle between 
1 and 2 on a pale yellow blotch, followed, also to vein 0, by a dull pnrplish 
baud of contiguous Inunles; cell-s])ot red-brown; fringe green, below vein 3 
vinous red, where the marginal line is also vinons. 

lUmlidng: with basal half pale yellow, containing an inner broad iron-grey 
band in which stands the black-red cell-sj)ot; in the green outer half are two 
vinons fasciae, one irregular, ])Ostmedian, the ‘other broader and more uniform, 
submarginal ; fringe green. 

Underside ])ale green, with the markings slightly showing through; costa 
of fore wing bright red at base, broadly white towards apex. 

Palpi and face bright orange-red and yellow ; fillet and thorax deep green ; 
vertex white ; abdomen green, whitening towards anus; foretibia black ; venter 
and legs whitish. 

Expanse of wings : 50 mm.

Outer margin of hind wing curved ; of forewing nearly straight. 


53. Rhodochlora ustimargo si)ec. nov. 

Fore wing: yellow-green; first line marked by red dots on subcostal and 
median veins and on snbmedian fold, sometimes connected by a fine red line ; 
cell-si)ot red-brown; enter line red-brown, lunulate-dentate, the marginal area 
beyond pnr})Iish red-brown, thinning out above vein 4; fringe i)ale green, 
red-brown below middle. 

Hindwing: yellow-green, with the base j)aler, edged by a vinous red band 
just before the red cell-spot ; a central liiuulate-dcntate line with the teeth red ; 
a vinons blotch at apex, with indications of a snbmarginal line marked by 
reddish scales between veins. 

Underside i)aler, the anal angle of forewing more restrictedly reddish, the 
apex of hindwing as above. 

Face and j>al])i orange-red and yellow ; fillet snow-white; thorax and 
abdomen yellow-green ; abdomen at sides and beneath white ; tibiae black and 
white. 

Expanse of wings : 52 mm.

Outer margin of forewing nearly straight, of hindwing bent at middle. 
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Rhombochlora gen. uov. 

Distinguished from Ilaeheolopha AVarr. by the shape of the hiiulwings: the.se, 
instead of being broad, with the outer margin well roundetl, are diamond-shaped, 
tlie outer margin being strongly angulate at vein 4, whicli ends in a liroad hhmt 
tooth ; the forewing has the outer margin bent at vein 4, tlie lower half more 
obIi<{ue. 

Type ; Tlhomhochlova granulata spee. nov. 

The type s])eeies bears a strong superficial resemblance to Drucia semispNrcata 
AVarr. from French Guiana. 

54. Rhombochlora granulata spec. nov. 

Forewing: dull green, covered with rather coarse rusty brown granulated 
specks, more sparsely before and beyond the centre (where they are slightly 
confluent), suggesting an antemedian and i)Ostmedian band, and thickest along 
outer margin, which is narrowly brown from vein 4 to anal angle; costal edge 
white ; eell-s]iot large, black ; fringe white, with a brown-black line at base, 
and chequered with brown beyond veins. 

llimliving ; with basal third unspeekled green, the outer third very densely 
speckled ; marginal shade irregularly brown throughout; cell-spot black; fringe 
as in forewing. 

Underside uniform whitish green. 

Face and pal]n pale brown ; vertex and antennae white; patagia green, 
their edges and the thorax pale brown ; dorsum green; the crests metallic red 
tufted with green. 

Expanse of wings: 40 ram. 

1 (? from Fonte Boa, Upper Amazons, July 190G (Klages). 

55. Tachyphyle flaccida spec. nov. 

Forewing : pale dull green, somewhat transparent ; basal two-fifths sufifused, 
except on inner margin, with grey-brown, and along the costa irrorated with white 
scales ; first line thick, brown, from two-fifths of costa to one-third of inner 
margin, bluntly angled outwards on median vein and inwards on the two folds, 
with an inward edging of white scales, and followed in cell by a diffuse brown 
cell-mark ; outer line starting from a broad brown costal streak at two-thirds, 
oblique outwards to vein 6, there angled, and oblique inwards, parallel to outer 
margin, to three-fourths of inner margin, slightly darker than the ground-colour, 
and luuulate-dentate, the teeth marked by rust-coloured dots on veins ; lietween 
the lines a few rusty brown dots on the veins, partly forming a median line 
])arallel to outer line ; costa brown before apex ; fringe pale green. 

llimhving: pale green, whitish along costa ; a rnst-browu spot at base, a 
straight antemedian line of the same colour, followed by a brown cell-spot and 
some obscure striae ; outer line at three-fourths, very obscure, darker green and 
dentate ; fringe pale green. 

Underside ]iale mealy green, with the brown markings slightly showing 
through. 

Pal])i, frons, vertex, and base of antennae browu ; shoulders, patagia, thorax, 
and abdomen green ; the patagia on outer sides and the dorsum brown-tinged. 
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Exjiansc of wings: S 35—40 mm. ; ? 48 mm. 

2 (jcJ from La Union, IL Hiuicamayo, Carabaya, Peru, 2000 ft., December 
1004, wet season (Ocbcnden), type ; 3 cJcJ, 2 ? ? from I'onte Poa, Ui)per Amazons, 
August 1906 (Klages). 

Differs from the other species of the genus in tlie eliaracter of the outer 
line ; otlierwise superficially resembling 7’. hasiplagti Wile, and janeim Schans, 
but much larger. 

The ? ? from Fonte Poa are of a much paler yellower green than the 
the yellow tint not being due to fading, as j c? from Foute Poa taken at the 
same time agree with those from La Union in colour. 

56. Tachyphyle fuscicosta spec. uov. 

Forcicing: dull greyish green, the costa strongly and irregularly marked 
with fuscous, with two slight projections, one before middle above the black 
cell-spot, which it reaches, the other at two-thirds, from which a very obscure 
lunnlate-dentate darker green line runs to two-thirds of inner margin ; a faint 
inner line is also visible at one-third, shortly before the cell-spot; both lines 
are more visible at the inner margin ; fringe concolorous. 

HiiH/icing : with a small dark cell-sjiot only. 

Underside pale green, with black ccll-sjiots, and the costa of forewing 
fuscous at a])ex. 

Head, thorax, and abdomen dull green ; vertex white. 

Ex])anse of wings : 18 mm. 

1 S from Fonte Boa, U])})er Amazons, Sejjtember 1906 (Klages). 

Subfamily EYDRIOMENINAE. 

57. Anapalta acerbata Feld., ab. perscripta nov. and variegata uov. 

The form for which I ])iopo8e the name perscrijita differs from typical 
acerbata Feld, in having the forewing suffused with grey, with all the lines 
well ex])ressed across the wing ; the dark basal patch is generally ])resent, but 
the two dark costal sj)ots at the origin of the bands limiting the central fascia 
and the apical blotch are variable ; the basal i)atch is edged with white, and 
the space between it and the central fascia is sometimes wholly whitish ; hind¬ 
wing dull whitish grey, with the marginal area darker grey, and the postmedian 
and submarginal lines more or less evident. 

1 S from Hnancabamba, Cerro de Pasco, Peru, 6400 ft. (Poettger), type ; 
1 ? from La Oroya, H. Inambari, Peru, 3100 ft., Sc])tember 1004, dry season 
(Ockenden). 

This form seems widely sjiread in Peru. 

The aberration variegata seems less common : in it the gronnd-colonr is 
chalk-white, and the basal ])atch, costal blotches, and apical shade brown instead 
of black, and well marked ; the lines forming the bands of central fascia are 
strongly marked, the inner band being filled in with brown throughout ; the 
bands are joined in cell and submedian fold by irregular blackish horizontal 
smears, the latter extending sometimes to inner margin ; liindwing white, with 
the outer lines and shade dark grey.

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58. Anapalta subthta spec. nov. 

Foretvhig: ochreons suffused with olive-rnfons, the basal patch and central 
fascia dark olive-fuscous ; the edges of the dark markings are diffuse and indistinct, 
the nsual lines being ilbdefincd ; the central fascia is bounded externally by a pale 
band, which is only evident on costa and inner margin ; the area beyond i.s much 
obscured with fuscous scales, arid a broad diffuse cloud runs obliquely from apex 
to central fascia beyond cell ; fringe olive-fuscous, with fine pale ])encils beyond 
veins. 

lUndwing: dull cream-colour, with three dark outer lines visible only on inner 
margin above anal angle. 

Underside of forewing dull olive-fuscous, with the band beyond central faseia 
|)aler ; hind wing oehreous speekled with fuscous, with two postmediaii dark lines ; 
both wings with dark cell-spots. 

Head, thorax, and abdomen olive-fuscous somewhat varied with rufous. 

Expanse of wings : 40 mm. 

1 ? from Oconeque, Carabaya, Peru, TunO ft., July 1904, dry season (Ockenden). 
59. Perizoma curvisignata spee. nov. 

Fovewivg: grey, the darker shades fuscous; all the veins finely orange, 
thickened towards outer margin ; basal area fuscous, edged by a very fine white 
line forming a curve above and below the median ; central fascia fuscous, occupying 
more than the middle third of costa, its edges nearly eonjoined beyond middle of 
inner margin, the inner oblique outwards and bisinuate, the outer curving jiarallel 
to outer margin and limulate outwards between the veins; the inner edge followed 
by one, the outer preceded by two waved dark lines; cell-spot large, dark fuscous ; 
beyond the fascia a pale band containing two lunulato-dentate dark lines; marginal 
area from vein 4 to vein 1 occiqued by a semi-oval white patch, across which the 
snbmarginal line is marked by grey wedge-shaj)ed spots, and above it in the 
orange-grey apical half by black white-tipj)ed dashes : pairs of black marginal 
dots at the ends of veins : fringe white with a bright orange basal line, dotted and 
pencilled with black beyond the veins. 

Ilindwing: whitish smeared with grey; darker grey autemedian and post- 
mediau lines ; a diffuse grey marginal border containing white spots between the 
veins ; fringe as in fore wing, but chequered with grey instead of black. 

Underside of forewing for three-fourths fuscous edged with a white band ; 
apical area dull orange; some white blotches below middle ; hind wing whitish 
with all the Hues and shadings distinct; black cell-spots in both wings. 

Head and thorax fuscous ; abdomen pale grey, the dorsum tinged with orange. 

Expanse of wings : 3U mm. 

1 c? from Huancabamba, Cerro de Pasco, Peru (Poettger). 

This peculiarly marked species bears a suj)erficial resemblance to P. stricti- 
fascia AVarr. 

GO. Psaliodes albifulva spec. nov. 

Forewing : glossy white; costal streak and the veins thickly deep yellow ; 
lines thick, olive-brown, interru])ted by the broadly yellow veins, and marked clearly 
on costa by nine dark spots, of which the first three represent the origin of the 
lines of the basal patch ; the middle three those of the central fascia, twice as 
wide on costa as cn inner margin, the outer line oblujne and projecting somewhat 
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on vein 4 ; this is followed by a parallel white baiulj succeeded by three more lines, 
of which the outermost is interrupted in the middle; submarginal olive-fnscous 
Innnles between the veins, those between 4 and 0 largest, se])arated by white spots 
from a fulvous marginal line ; fringe white, cheqnereil with dark beyond veins. 

Iliffdtvifuj: whitisli, grey-tinged, tlie markings of nndersi<Ie sliowing through. 

Underside of forewing like upper, with all the markings blurred ; of hindwing 
whitish speckled with olive-grey, with traces of jjostmedian and snbmarginal grey 
lines. 

Head, })alj)i, and thorax orange ; abdomen wanting. 

Ex})anse of wings : 25 mm.

Subfamily HETEPU8I1NAE. 

01. Heterusia ephestris ab. Integra nov. 

The ty])e of Felder’s ephestris has a partial reproduction of the broad yellow 
band of the forewing indicated also in the hindwing; he a]>j)ears to have described 
as the type what is really only a com])aratively rare form ; by far the commoner 
form has the hindwing wholly dark, which may be known as ab. inteyra, 

02. Mimomanes subpiilchra s}>ec. nov. 

Foren'ing: brown-black; the base dull olive, paler along costa; costal edge 
in npical half vinous red; an oblique oval orange-red blotch bey^u 1 cell from vein 0 
to 2, its up})cr end straight; fringe black and vinous. 

Ilindwing: brown-black. 

Underside of forewing olive-brown at base and along inner margin; the 
orange-red Idotch larger, and surrounded by velvety black ; the outer band broadens 
to the costa, where it is bright vinous red, and is edged externally by a pale enrved 
line; internally it is limited by a white costal spot, touching tlic orange blotch, 
and separated by a small vinous sj)ot from a jxile costal streak ; marginal area 
brownish grey, black at base of fringe, which is chequered with vinous and has 
a pale basal line; hindwing with the base and a marginal band dull blackish;

Head and thorax ])ale straw-eolour; the i)atagia bright fulvous; abdomen 
dirty white, with two dark grey dorsal stripes ; the two basal segments 3 'ellowish 
and the stri])es reddish.

hair-scales with sj)atulate tips ; fringe otherwhere white beyond black marginal

Underside iridescent white, with the snbapical blotch and fringe beyond of 
forewing, and the fascia and anal blotch with its fringe of hind wing pnrjilish brown. 

Head, collar, and j>al])i ferruginous, the face below and i)ali)i dotted with 
white ; shoulders, patagia, thorax, and two basal segments of abdomen white ;

In many ca.ses these, instead of being in a curve convex out¬ 
wards, arc ]>biccd in a straight line; but in the ? to wbicli 1 give the name 
ab. orbata^ there arc only two spot.s—the upper one, ratlier larger than tlic 
average, in the usual place between veins 0 and 7, but nearer the outer margin, 
and the second between 4 and 0, but <|nitc close to tlie curved metallic line ; 
wliile below it, between 3 and 4, and still closer to tlie line, are a few metallic 
scales (more strongly marked in one wing tliaii the other), representing the usual 
lowest spot. Again, in tlie ordinary form the three spots arc placed on tlie 
inner edge of a curved greyish band, wliich j)asses into ebrome yellow before 
the metallic line; in the aberration tins grey belt is more external, and is 
bounded by the mctalliij lim*. ’Moreover, this metallic line in typical examples, 
after curving round at costa, ends, still as a line, on vein 0 close before tiie nj>j)er 
spot ; in tlie alienation the line ends at the costa, and an isolateil round patch 
of metallic scales lies at the base of the interval between and 7 ; lastly, 
insttaul of the reddish cell-s]iot (which is often very oliscnre), tlii.s ? has a 
distinct ])ale yellow sjiot. Taken along witli ordinary $$ in S(‘ptembcr 1904 l>y 
Mr. (L Ockenden.

1 have lately seen a specimen of this sjiecics from Sapncay, Paraguay, and 
find that, though superficially resembling iUjmopi^h h\dd., tlie hindwing has no 
railial ; so that it will have to be transferred to the Bracclnne.

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U'fore tlie luiilille, nearly vertiral, but sli«;)itly curved oiitwnrds; above; outer line 
at two-tliirds, sinuous, inbeut ou b(dh folds, outcurved between ; luargiiial third 
darker, esjiecially just beyond outer liue ; sulunarginal line faintly edged witli 
whitisli scales and marked by white dots between, not, as usually, on the veins ; 
fringe paler, with a dark middle line; cell-spot black. 

llimhc'uuj : dull fuscous, with pah'i* si)eckles; a dark cell-sj)ot and a dark 
postmediau line visible towards inner margin. 

Underside uniform ])a]e fuscous, darker speckled. 

Head, thorax, and abdomen dark 1‘uscoiis, 

Exf)ause of wings : dO mm. 

1 ? from Tucuman, lloO m., January, February lUO.) (Steinbach). 

The outer margin of forewiug is visibly elbowed at vein 4. 

Subfamily S ELI DOSE 51INAE. 

Callipseustes subsignata Warr. 

This insect was described from 2 c? cJ from Eolivia; it has beeu received in 
some numbers from Peruvian localities along with the ? ?. Tliese are rather 
larger ou tlie average and consistently darker thau the i c^, but they lack the 
yellowish spot on the underside of the forewiug which suggested the name of 
the species; this spot is likewise absent in the darker cJcJ. In the ? the fascia 
of forewing is sliglitly narrower thau in the 6, with the cell-spot outside it in 
tlie angle, as in (7. pullaria Dogn. 

80. Callipsenstes pullaria. 

/li/jtprt’ds jiullfiriti Dogn., Xat. 1889. p. 88, ^ • 

Callljisetisten Warr., Nov. Zool. vii. p. 202, (1900). 

Ilaving seen more than a dozen of each of tlie above forms, i am persuaded 
that tliey are merely sexes of one sjiecies, the 6 being a much brighter-hxdving 
insect thau the dingy grey 9. Though the types in each case were from 
1‘lcuador, nearly all the examjdes recorded have come from Peru, and one only 
from Polivia. 

ST. Callipseustes peninsulata. 

AVhen ill ZooL xiv. p. 285 I described this sjiecies and its alierratioiis, 

only cJrl were available; but lately, along witli 1 S <S from Agualani, Peru, a 
coiijde of ? ? liave lieen received. Tliese, wliich are slightly larger tlian tlie 

are noteworthy for tlie extreme narrowness of the dark antemedian lasc.ia, 
whicli is constricted (and in one case all hut iiiternipted) ou the two folds, the 
pale area beyond it occupying as much as one-third or one-fourth of tlie wing, 
and containing the dark cell-spot <{uitc isolated. The liindwing, as in the cf, 
remains whitish. 

88. Ischnopteris illiueata si>ec. nov. and ah. trimaculata nov. 

Forcfrhuj: dingy olive-oclireous, densely speckled and jiartially sulfiised with 
brownish fuscous; lines and markings very indistinct; inner line ohliipie from 
onedifth of costa to one-third of inner margin, marked with blackish at costa 
and inner margin and ou siihmediau fold, preceded by a brownish liaiul, and 
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tliut by a slightly jialer one ; outer line from one-lialf of costa, oufwartlly 
obli<jue to vein 5, then vertical ami waved, but very obscure; between these 
lines a narrow waved browui band ; snbiuarginai line dentate, edged with white, 
especially below costa, and jirecoded by a darker shade, the teeth below costa 
tilled in with blackish ; on the costa and in snbmedian interval the dark shade 
is preceded by a paler blotch ; the blackish marginal liimdes are connected with 
the snbmarginal line by obscure dark dashes. 

llindwuuj: dull fuscous, with indistinct darlier jjustiiiediaii line and sub- 
marginal shade. 

Underside dirty greyish, with ohseurely darker lines and shades ; the hind wing 
witli aiitemedian and postiucdian lines and a cell-spot between tlicin. 

Head, thorax, and abdomen dull olivc-rnscons. 

Expanse of wings : 3o mm. 

1 <S from Qnevedo, W. Ecuador (von Bnchwald). 

The aberration trimaculnta is much darker, and marked by tliree cream-white 
blotches; the first an obli^pie bar from base of cell to inner margin, corresponding 
to the sliglitly paler band of the ty])e ; the second and third corres])ond to the 
pale blotches preceding snbmarginal shade on snbmedian interval and at costa ; 
the last connected with the white blotch beyond the line ; the hindwing is 
uniform blackisli fuscous. The single cxam|»le, which expands 40 mm. against 
35 mm. of the ty))e, is also from C^jnevedo, AV. Ecuador. 

SO. Ischnopteris mediosecta s]>ec. nov. 

Forefcifnj : dull green, varied with brown and striate<l densely with darker; 
the brown tints cliietly along costa and snlnuedlan interval ; inner line blackisli, 
obiiijue and diffuse, from one-fiflh ol’ costa to one-tliird of inner margin, con¬ 
taining a black spot on submediaii fold ; in the middle of the wing a nearly 
vertical brownish fuscous fascia, slightly broader at costa and constricted in 
middle, containing two black spots on suhincdian fold ; snhmarginaj line acutely 
dentate towards costa, the teeth tilled in with black and followed by grecnisli 
white, rcjircsented hv an oblong wliitc blotch across snbmedian interval juveeded 
»>y a s<|nare black sjiot, and internijited at middle by an obliijno greenish grey 
hlotcli running to outer margin at vein 3 ; black marginal triangles between 
the veins ; fringe dark green. 

[Umhrifuf: deej> yellow, with broad blackish outer and inner margin, the 
hit(er diffusely edged inlernally, tlic former with a yellow sfiot between 
veins 3 and 4 ; traces of an iiiterrnj»ted dark central line. 

Underside dull grecnisli fii'^cons, darkening before the jialer outer margin, 
the I'osta yidlowish ; hindwiug dull yellow, with the markings as above. 

Head, thorax, and abdomen greenish fuscoiis ; anal tuft and venter yellowish. 

Expanse of wings : 33 mm.

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};asal area the furewiug is ])mwoisli to middle, lollowed by a whitibli blotch at 
end of cell, with tlie black cell-s[iot on its outer edge.

Foretrintj : rusty ochroons, thickly and coarsely Ijlack-speckled and suffused 
in parts with dull vinous brown ; lines vinous brown ; first thick, from onc-third 
of costa, angled in cell, tlicnce nearly straight to one-third of inner margin ; outer 
from tliree-fourtlis of costa to two-thirds of inner margin, indented beyond cell 
and projecting between veins 2 and 4, preceded by an irregular vinous shade ; 
marginal area beyond, except beyond cell, vinous brown, leaving only a small 
triangular blotch at apex of the ])ale ground-colour; snlmiarginal line denoted 
by black })ale-ti}>])ed dashes ; marginal line formed of dark lunnlcs between the 
veins ; fringe brown ; cell-spot black in a rnsty ochreons patch without speckles.

Foretving ; dull siintY-coIonr witli fiiiiit olive tint iind obscure dark striae ; 
basal linlf of costa blackish ; no distinct lines, but tliree broad darker shades can 
be seen; tlie inner preceded by tiiree whitish dashes on tlie veins, and the outer 
]ireceded by seven, marking the teeth of the outer line, the np])er four obliipie 
outwards, the lower three inwards; the median shade passes over the black 
cell-spot; iVinge concolorons, 

lUndwing: with only the two outer dark sliades. 

Underside rud<ly ochreous ; a dark vinous subuiarginal band, broader and 
blacker in lorewing ; tlie outer margins, and costa of fore wing grey with black 
sjfeckling ; cell-spots slight. 

Head, tliorax, and abdomen like wings, but the anal segments of abdomen 
cinereous ; venter, pectus, and legs pale oclireous.

The whole insect has a furry appearance. 

A ? from Salta, N. Argentina, 40 mm. in expanse, sent by the same collector, 
belongs a])i)arently to the same s])ecies. The undersides are precisely similar; 
above, the ?, which is not cpiite so fresh as the i and lacks its furry apjiearance, 
has hardly any olive tinge, the ground-colour being dull brick-red covered with 
fine black striae; the three bands are in ])recisely the same [losition, but blackish 
and distinct, and the outer line is marked by distinct black s])ots on the veins, 
but neither it nor the inner line shows any signs of white dashes ; the exterior 
band is more jdainly dentate; fringe brick-red.

ZooL xi, p. l’J5 (lb04) from a J5olivian c^, 
turns out to he a dark form of a s])ecies closely allied to T. niyriconKfttt Warr. 
from Uhiri(pii, and which also occurs iii l\*ru, hut larger and darker; it may in 
all cases he disliiignislied from that insect by the wider distance between the 
median and outer lines, this latter lieing less strongly concave tluiii in myrkomnia^ 
and tlie median line less o])li<pie. The woolly hair on hasal Inilf of hind wing 
beneath, c<uicealing the fuveal slit, aiul the lateral tuft of black hair on abdomen, 
are equally cons]»icuoiis. 
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Of ty])i(Uil siffl'ecta a cf from llnaiicabamba ainl two c? c? from Ciislii, Peru, 
have been received, along with 9 (J J and t ? from Ciishi of the more ordinary 
form, which may be known as ab. distincta. 

Subfamily ENxNOMlNAE. 

190. Bassauia extremata. 

IhiKsania ametliijiitiihi all. extvemnta Warr., Pro-'.. U.S. Not. Mas. xxk. p. 53(>, (;{ (lOOG). 

The form described by me as an aberration of anuithifstaUi AVTk. must lie 
separated as a distinct species. As often hap])ens, the sj)eeimen which served as 
tyj)e is somewhat dilferent from the ordinary form, of which I have now seen 
o or <j more and i ?. In these the outer line is not marked by white 
vein-dashes, but either by a tine darker line with pale edge, or by a pale line 
alone ; there is no visible trace of an inner line, but the base of inner margin is 
pale green ; the black triangle at ape.x is generally rejiresented l>y the usual short 
blaekish snba])ical streak followed by a white dot on costa. The ? is a very 
beautiful insect, the dull salmon-colour of the 6 being deepened into amethyst, 
with the submarginal band standing out across the wing clear j>ale green ; the 
coslal area is slightly paler, and there is no trace of any black subai)ical mark ; 
the Older margin and fringe of hind wing are flushed with amethyst, and the same 
tint takes the ])lace of the olive shading of the underside of the cj. As in the 
other sjiecies of the genus, the apex of forewing in the ? is produced, and the 
outer margin incurved below it ami gibbons in middle.

common and jialer form, of whicli I have seen a pair from Agualani ; in this form 
the red tints j^reilominate over the olive ; but in (tnnnlijpra type d the red tint8 
are alisent and the whole tbrewing is olive-green ; of these I have seen J c? only 
from \{. Hiiacainayo, agreeing with the original cf in coloration. Their identity 
with Vror.idlii^ ijolebi Dogn., which 1 have only recently observed, is ninpiestionable.

(S. Forewiug: dull fulvous, almost hidden by an olive-fuscous suffusion ami 
numerous dark transverse striai?; the lines choeolate-brown; inner line at two- 
lil'ths, visible only as an outwardly oblhpie costal streak; outer line at four-fifths, 
obli<pie outward to vein 7, there acutely angled, and inwardly oblique, slightly 
curved to three-flftlis of inner margin, edged externally by a thin jialer line; 
cell-spot l)hick, followeil liy a diffuse brown median shade ; attached to the inner 
side of outer line between veins and 4 is a large pear-shajied yellowish oclireous 
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blotch, its upper part tinged with dull fidvons and .spotted witli brown ; outer area 
dni! greenish with a dark siihinnrginal shade, the veins across it fulvous ; apex ]>ale 
greenish ochreon.s ; fringe i)rowu tipped witli wlrite. 

Ilindiving: with tlic line sliglitly anteinedian ; the wliolc wing did! fulvous 
with olive-fnscons speckling, thickest along the .subinargiiial shade.

(Ockendeii). 

In the cJ the apex of fore wing is shortly and bluntly proilnced, the outer 
margin at middle faintly convex ; in tlie ? the ajiex is prominently produced, and 
the outer margin firotiiberant at vein 4. 

Tlie aberration oh/uscata is a smaller form of the <J (50 mm.), very iniicli 
darker, and without the yellow blotch of Ibrewing ; taken at the same time and 
place as the ty])e form. 

103. Perusia complicata ab. plena nov. 

Differs from typical complicata AVbirr. in the basal patch and outer fascia of 
forewing being coidliient along inner margin ; their converse edges not margined 
by doidile iilack angulatcd lines, but each showing within the edge traces of a 
dark line intorrnjited ; tlie band lias a small sinus on its inner edge between 3 
and 4 ; on the underside the pale yellow hindwing is flushed with dull rosy, and 
hears a row of snhmarginal ]mrp!e dots on veins in place of a hand.

105. Sericoptera insularis sjiec. nov. 

Itcsemhling tS, rcdacta. in size and markings, but tlie outer line of forewing 
ends on a distinct olive crescent before ana! angle, but smaller tliaii that on area ; 
the inner line is represented by tliree distinct olive-yellow sjiots on the veins at 
one-fifth. 
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Underside of forewin^ wholly white. 

Expanse of wings : 4i) inin.

106. Sericoptera reducta spec. nov. 

Difhn’s from S. area Cram, in i>cing smaller; tiie snbapieal costal blotch not 
more than half the size, with a faint olive-yellow curved line from it to inner 
margin before anal angle, where it is ch^are.st (the large crescent-shajieil l>lotcli 
of area being altogether absent), followed by two slight rows of grey striae ; 
no olive-yellow .spot on snhco.stal vein at one-third. 

Jlhidwiity: with the markings gre}" and very obscure, tlie band grev with a 
very tine limnlate-dentate white line along it. 

Underside with the black costal l)lotch small. 

Ex})anse of wings : <?, 40 mm. ; 9, 40 mm. 

A long series of lioth sexes from h^onte l>oa, Upper Amazons, Ma}"—Se]itember 
1000 (Ivlages), type ; and a solitary S from Santiago del Mstero, Eastern Bolivia, 
1 OMo—1900 (Steiul>ach). 

The angle at vein 4 in outer margin of both wings is much less prominent. 

107. Erilophodes arana ab. fumipennis nov. 

Caripeta arana Dogn., Ann. S.E. Udg. xxxix. p. 117 (1805). 

Of fourteen exam]>les of this si)ocies, all from Agiialani, Pern, 8 c?c? arc 
typical ; three others have the hind wings more or less tinged with grey, and 1 9 
answers to the description of Ilasodinia salapia Drnce (yl. tf' M. 1900, i. r)‘^2), 
which must be regarded as an aberration, having a blackish marginal border 
to the hindwing; the remaining, two, S and 9, have the hindwing wliolly blackish, 
except the basal third in the 9 ; in the forewing the white bauds arc narrower, 
and the central area as dark as the rest of the wing. Underneath both wing.s 
are dull black, the liind wing witli a dusting of ])ale scales. They are, however, 
evidently a dark form of ara)ia^ which may be known as ixh. /umi})ennis.
